There  is  a  very 
slight  discoloration  found  in  the  obverse  field,  V2  mm.  below  the  rim  at  12:00.  This  suggests  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  an  expertly  repaired  mount  mark,  but  this  is  impossible  to  determine  with  any  certainty.

Dutch  ship  ‘Reygersdahl,’  which  sank  off  the  coast  of  South  Africa,  near  Capetown  on  October  25,  1747. 
The  Reygersdahl  was  traveling  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies  to  Holland  at  the  time.  The  wreck  was  recovered 
in  1979.  The  coins  found  were  all  silver  2,  4  and  8  Reales  pieces,  struck  at  the  Mexico  City  mint  between 
1733  and  1744.  All  naturally  show  varying  degrees  of  corrosion.  Overall,  this  is  a  very  interesting  group 
of  coins.
